This reference guide contains information about AuxComm best practices, frequently used radio frequencies, 
Mutual Aid channels as well as tips and suggestions about auxiliary emergency communicators integrating 
into a NIMS ICS environment to support communications for planned events or incidents. It can serve as a 
reference both for auxiliary emergency communicators and public safety communications professionals. You 
can download the AUXFOG by clicking on the hyperlink to the left and save it to your own storage device. It 
will only download as a PDF.
